AWOTHKR CARD FROM BECK. 


-E». JorBNii:—The card of Commis- 
sioner Olinghouse, published in the Ga- 
zette of the 20th, attracts my attention. 
It would almost seem that I was mis- 
taken in charging that'the Commission- 
ers wer« screening the ex-officers and 
delaying the prosecntion ordered by'the 
Grand Jury. It appears from the card 


' of Mr. Olinghouse that he himself made 
the order' which I attributed to the 
Board. Well, not wishing i.to deny his 
statement that he made the order and 
that it was in accordance with the de- 
mand of the Grand Jury, I will consider 
it accordingly. In the first place I am 
free to say that I am glad to know that 
Mr. Olinghouse has concluded to draw 
his sword in defence of the rights of the 
people and against those who two years 
ago conspired 
together to rob the 


treasury. At least this is what Mr. 
Olinghotise would have the people be- 
lieve. I think I know the spirit of the 
people well enough to prophecy that ere 
long Mr. Olinghonse will receive his re- 
ward, for it was he, it seems, who began 
the waif against the plunderers.- It was 
he who led the fight against the evil- 
doers and it was he who {undertook' to 
carry out the demands of the Grand 
Jury. Yes it is now known that this 
patriot shouldered his musket last 
April and moved on the ene—y. Yea 
verily. 


But is Mr. Olinghonse quite sure that 


he fought on the side of the people or 
on the other side. Does he know ex- 
actly what that famous order was? 
Does he remember what it, was that the 
Grand Jury demanded of the Board? 
Is it not a fact that he exceeded his in- 
structions? Is it' not a fact that the 
Grand Jury directed the Board to cause 
the District 'Attorney to bring suit 
against certain of the county officers 
and ex-officers? What for? Why to com- 
pel them "to return to the treasury 
large sums o* money illegally taken." 
Is Mr. Olinghouse aware of who the 
Grand Jnry referred to in their demand ? 
If not let him read their report of April 
22d as published in the JOTONAL of .that 
date. Did tne Grand Jury tell the 
Board to cause suits to be brought 
against Joe Jones and J. S. Shoemaker, 
or did they reler to the old ring officers? 
if not then why did Mr. Olinghouse go 
out of his way to include the names of 
those ex-officers nbove named unless it 
was to hinder and delay the prosecntion? 
Was it fair in Mr. Olinghouse to place 
two innocent men in the list with those 
who had notoriously defrauded the 
people of the county? And above all, 
was it in accord with the demand of the 
Grand Jury, after making Jones and 
Shoemaker defendants, to place 'them 
in the lead? Did the Grand Jury author- 
ize him or the Board to strike at Jones 
and Shoemaker before the guilty parties 
could be reached? 
Is this the wu;1 General Olinghouse. 


intends to conduct his campaign against 
the enemy? Is this war, or only a sham 
battle gotten up to gull the people? 


If Gen Olinghonse should be directed, 


to cause a soldier to be shot on account 
of desertion or sonce other offense, 
would he consider it his duty to place 
an innocent person in front of the con- 
Semned before ordering his soldiers to 
fire? 
But, if my information is correct, the 


General, in this warfare against the ene- 
mies of his'connty, golinto the camp of 
the enemy by mistake, and that^ while 
there he allowed the ring to manipulate 
t le campaign and lay the plans for the 
assault, for it is remarkable—possibly 
only a coincidence, however—that the 
enemy suggested the same plan of mak- 
ing the attack as did this champion of 
the people, and which he carried out to 
the letter. In fact it is currently r^ 
ported that while the General was hob- 
nobbing with'the ring.they stole the flint 
from his musket, and drew the charge 
from the gun'. Is it any wonder that tha 
onslaught was bloodless and still-born, 
or that the ring laughed in its sleeve? 


Did any one suppose that the present 


District Attorney would be expected to 
enforce the- order that provided that 
Jones and Shoemaker should be perse- 
cuted before the ring could be reached 
and prosecuted?

brine or bore a hole through Monnt 
Davidson with a doughnnt. Mr. Oling- 
house says he did not intend, to shield 


nyone or favor anyone. This I have 


no doubt is true. I am not dealing with 
his intention but with the act. Mr. 
OlinghoQse may intend to correct the 
evils complained of _b j the tliree sev- 
eral Grand Juries, but as long as be al- 
lows the ring to compound his poultices 
out of rose-water and sweet oil, he will 
not succeed. 


But by the way, .is it true that the 


order "made" by Mr; Olinghonse pro- 
vided that Jones tod Shoemaker should 
be prosecuted first.,: My information is 
that this was added afterwards and by 
members of the ring. I am also in- 
formed that Commissioner Kinney fa- 
vored.
